Bishop Doupanloup’s Address,.

The annual Ultramontane Congress Is in [ull
blast at Malines, That gentle shepherd, Mons,
Dupanloup, who styles himself “the Bishop of
the Urlenns of Jeaune d'Are,” has been dealin
in his customary flowers of rhetoric, He huﬁ
read, he said, in A newspsper that Belgnim wns
becoming the sink of Europe. Of course, he
could mot endorse that opinion, for he had
just before deelared that the Belgians were
a Christian nation to the very marrow of
their bones: but he thought he had discovered
what the journulist meant. The Rev. geotlemun
said:—*“Tnis very morning, passing through
Brussels, and visiting the fine squares of the
Hotel de Ville, T entered a street called, T regret
to sy, ‘sStreet of the Hotel de Ville,' My mtten-
tion was caught by an ostentatious inscription
on the wall of a large hoo=e, It ran thus:
‘Libegal Assoclation; Constitutionsl Union,! und
then below—there was a public house!” At
this terrible announcement, sccording to the
Monde, there was a “sensation” 1n the Bishop's
audience. According to a less plous puper thatsen-
sation was expressed by universal and prolonged
laughter, Bat the Bishop had not concluded
his horrifying revelations, He proceeded to
say:—""The publlc house had for its sign ‘A
I'Enfer,’ (Prolonged eensation.) From that
moment I was enlightened. Thereis nosociely,
however good and brilliant; there s no proud
ship, however stately, that has not a foul corner

The Extensive Conflagration in New
York Yesterday.

COMPLETE DESTRUCTION OF NEARLY HALY A BLOOK

OF DUILDINOS—AGOREGATE LOSS ABOUT $230,000,

At 3°00 o'clock yeslerday afternoon an slarm
of fire was given at the Grand street and Wil-
liamsburg Ferry, being caused by the sppenr-
auce of flames in the snwing snd planing mill of
Messrs, Whute, Balley & Co,, Nos, 8 and § Tomp-
kivs strect, near Grand, The progress ol the
flumes was rapld, owing to the combustible na-
ture of the contents of the mill, and the e had
goived such headway that it was with great
(‘lﬂi(‘llll{ the fremen suceeeded in extingulsh-
Ing it, Indeed, the heat soon became 50 intense
that the leading hosemen could not approsch
the burnlnﬁ bulldiog a8 readily or as closely as
was deslinble, -

As goon nd Chief Engineer Ellsha Kingsland
reached the seene of the fire, be gave orders for
& repetition of the signal (No, 168), the sound of
which ealled forth aunother relay of steamers
and bhook and ladder trucks, when the work of
plvage was commenced in right good earnest,
Ry this time the saw-mill of Messrs, White,
Bailey & Co, was completely gutted, and the
wille and chimuoeys fell soon after, the flames
extending 1o & lmge four story brick building,
frontivg on Grand street, snd conslsting of Nos,
608, 610,612, 614, and 016, ithe properly ol the
mlﬁ owners, which edifice soon succumbed, and
snnk to the ground a muss of red hot and erum-
bled ruluos,

The lotel on the corner of South and Grand
glreets was rescued from destruction, desplte
the fact that It adjoips the last-mentioned
bullding sand is surrounded by huge plleés of
seasoned lamber, the greater part of whioh was
burned.

IMPORTANT FROM ITALY.
Garibaldl Arrested by Order of Victor
Emanusl,

Fronexce, Sept. 24, —Genperal Guribaldi was
mregted to-day near a small town named Aze-
valvage, by order of King Victor Emanuel.
Garibaldl was engaged in perfecting his plan of
invasion of the Pontitical territory, which em-
braces the Idea of an immedlate march on
Rome, alter which, if successtul, the Eternal
City was to be proclaimed the capital of united
Italy by the lewder of the “party of action,”
His intentions and design were made known to
his ndherents, and con=equently to the King's
government in this oaty, by the circulation
amongst the revolutionists of a very fntlamma.
tory address, dated and issued from Arrezo on
Sonday last, the 22d inst.

The lssue of this revolutionary paper placed
King Victor Emanuel in a difficult position. By

delay, 1o the foriress of Alessuudrin, a butlding
in which he enjoyed the privilege of a coutec-
ence with Louie Napoleon during the progross
of the ltalian war in 1859,

The arms and war munitions intended for the
use of the Garibaldian troops were seized on the
frontier. The ltallan volunteers who formed
the Garibaldlan ranke were also made pri
soners by the ageuts of the King of Italy. In- |
tense excitement prevails in toe city.
